Owners of real estate were not 
permitted, under penalties, to rent 
stores to dealers not members of the 
associations. | 

Conditions had become unbearable 
and the state’s attorney was asked to 
put a stop to them.

“In the present situatien we are 
physically unable to pay the sums to 
America and England that we -prom- 
ised,"’ M. Loucheur declared, referring 
to the 4,000,000,000 francs ($110,000,000) 
interest now being paid to Washington 
and London. | | 

“The necessity of purchasing dol- 
lags and pounds has done much to 
depreciate the franc. The fall of 
the franc in recent days has been due 
to the necessity of Joseph CaiHaux 
buving sterling to make payments 
‘which are due at the end of July. 

Regarding future payments on the 
war debts, M. Loucheur suggested the 
creation of a special “tax for the lib- | 
eration of the interallied debts.”’ 

“Our children ana grandchildren 
must know for whom and why they 
are carying for sixty-two yeats these 
crushing burdens,” he explained. 

M. Loucheur admitted that such tax- 
ation would implant bitter hatred 
against America and England.

Nurse’s Comments Skeptical 


The signed statement of Miss 
Meribah Shinn, nurse in the Douglas, 
Ariz, hospital, who attended Mrs.

LONDON, July 7.—English firms 
are facing disastrous losses as a re- 
sult of the “ meat war " between Amer- 
jan and English packers for the last 
twelve months. 

Though meat companies here deny 
the existence of such a war, it is said 
that British companies importing beef 
from the Argentine already have lost 
petween $20,000,000 and $50,000,000. 
argentine beef is said to be selling in 
London today for less than it costs to 
import it, due to relentless price cut-

The war is reported to be on as a 
result of huge developments in the Ar- 
gentine meat trade during the world 
war, which broke up pre-war packers’ 
agreements, splitting the British meat 
pusiness. 

Firms controlling the pre-war Brit- 
ish trade were Swift, Wilson, and 
Armour of America; Nansinea of Ar- 
gentina, Smithfield, a British concern; 
the River Platte Fresh Meat company, 
and James Telson & Sons of England.

us for them, but send to the United 


States department of agriculture for 
them.”

Bulletin No. 1438 has the title “‘ Mak- 
Bulletin 254 
has the title ‘‘Cucumbers.”’ It is al- 
ways well in sending for bulletins to 


give both the title and the number, 
then if there have been any misprints 
‘the mistake will not hinder satisfac- 


tioh. 

Nearly the last item in this bulletin 
254 is “ Dill Pickles.”” That is what 
we shall surely hear about, or we have 
every year for years. It tells how to 
make them from fresh stock and from 


salt stock. 


Beginning on page 8 of the other 
bulletin under “ dill pickles” it says: 


“The fermentation of pickles ts much 
‘more rapid in a brine containing 5 


per cent of salt than in one contain- 
ing 10 per cent. The addition of 
flavoring substances does not affect the 


rate of fermentation. Pickles ferment- 
'ed in the weaker brine, however, are 
_ often flavored with spices, chiefly dill
